an early stage and if the children occupy the 
part-of the house which did not burn... > 

This is the season for fires and we call 
attention to the tragedies above in the hope 
that: parents will take notice and resolve to 
exercise every care in an effort.to prevent 
such tragedies. 


On Modern Models 


“We cannot refrain longer from- com-: 
menting on the bean-poles currently model-. 
ing most of the women’s apparel. .For some 
time we have suffered through ‘these fashion 
ads: in silence but the time has now come 
when we twist speak out or have a guilty 
conscience. 

“in the first place, the anemic specimens 
which are featured as models are repulsive- 
While realizing 
that the effort involved is an effort to sell 
clothes we, nevertheless, are not convinced 
that the rails now being used as models are 
the best medium to achieve that end. 

The average Canadian male prefers a 
health-looking Canadian girl and is not at- 
tracted to broomstricks currently being em- 
ployed as models. We are told that males | 
do not buy a large portion of ladies’ wearing 
apparel. On that score, we believe, never- 
theless, that the females dress largely for 
their opposite sex, at least until they reach 
middle-age and, even then some, if not most, 
dress to please men. 

Thus, we see no objection to the use off | 
normal-looking Canadian ‘girls as models.

Losing a Typhoon | 

A Chinese Nationalist weather man was | 
recently accused by an agency of the Nation- | 
alist Government of “losing a typhoon.” The | 
weatherman was charged with failing to | 
properly chart the course of the disastrous | 
typhoon.

Greater driving comfort yesults 
from the fact that occasional 
severe road shock is absorbed in 
the hydrauic gear.
